In its early days, the 
“HEBER CREEPER” ran two 
trains a day into Heber City and 
‘during the 1920's and '30's, was 
‘listed as “one of the largest 
‘sheep shipping centers in the 
world—.” Famous Utah Pio- 
neer families such as the Kim- 
ball’s, Young’s and Din Woody’s 


were among the creators of this 
transportation life line so vital 
to the economic and livestock 
development of Eastern Utah.
